W ashington, Dee. 4— The con fer­ 
ence o f Central 
American 
states 
convening in W ashington today has 
a s its fir«t aim in the negotiation of 
a treaty, or treaties, to make effec­ 
tive those provi-ions o f the treaties 
signed at W ashington in December, 
1907, 
which experience has shown 
to he effective in m aintaining friend­ 
ly relations and co-operation among 
the Central American -tates. 


The origin o f the treaties o f 1907 
and their purjio-e now therefore be­ 
come o f primary importance. 


In 1907 a war ended between Ilon- 
luras and N icaragua. ¡i*hortly after- 
w aid a conflict 
threatened between 
Nicaragua and Salvador. To 
avert 
this conlm f a peace conference w as 
proposed by President Roosevelt and 
Pré« idem Borfirio Diaz o f 
Mexico. 
\tte r a 
preliminary conference 
ui 
September, a formal conference was 
onvened in Novem ber and Decem ­ 
ber at W ashington. The participants 
were delegate" *of the five Central 
American Republics and diplomats 
o f the UnitedJiNnfe* and Mexico. 
The 
im portant? 
o f achievements 
o f the conference o f 1907 were: A 
treaty o f peace and amity, stating 
that the contracting parties sought 
to preserve peace, and pledging ad- 
justoient o f difference-; 
second, a 
supplementary 
convention 
aiming 
to de-courage the re-election of prc- 
"ident and otherw ise to curb revolu­ 
tions; third, the establishm ent o f a 
permanent 
trihunul at 
Cartago, in 
Costa Rica, comprising one delegate 
from each state to take action re­ 
garding certain sjiecified controver­ 
sies*. 
Although these arrangements had 
som e effect ii^ promoting 
political 
stability in Central America, 
their 
aim« were never entirely fulfilled. 
During the last fifteen years v a r­ 
ious political movements have 
o c ­ 
curred among the five republic most 
important o f which were steps to ­ 
ward a 
Central 
American 
union. 
Thi« union could not 1m* completed, 
partly because o f (he nonparticipa­ 
tion o f N icaragua, a fid during the 
last two years there lia- been a gen­ 
eral condition 
o f 
political 
unrest 
among the Central Republics. 


Upon the initative o f Nicaragua, 
a meeting was held last August 29, 
aboard the U. S. S, Tacom a in Fon­ 
seca Bay, between tlie presidents o f 
N icaragua, Honduras and Salvador, 
looking toward the establishment of 
peaceful 
relations 
between 
these 
three countries. 
The call 
for 
the 
prc-ent conference at W ashington is 
the result o f that conference. 


At the meeting aboard the T a co ­ 
ma, tne governments of 
Gan tenia la 
and C otta Rica were invited to a c ­ 
cept the agreement reasdied 
there. 
They replied that 
such 
adherence 
w as not necessary as they regard­ 
ed the treaty o f 19(17 a s 
still 
in 
force and intended to abide by its 
provisions. 


This .revelation o f a 
unanimous 
wish for peaceful solution o f Cen­ 
tral American difficulties paved the 
way for the United States State D e­ 
partment to i-"ue an invitation for 
a new conference at W ashington, in 
which the former treaties would he 
r< vi-ed and enlarged and other im ­ 
portant matters discussed. 


The result w as the issuance o f an 
invitation through the American L e­ 
gations in capitals o f the five C en­ 
tral American Republics fo r the co n ­ 
ference now convened.

One fact which has been a con­ 
tinual source o f wonder to me is the 
preference of most fanners for in­ 
fected seed wheat over pure 
seed 
from all infection. 
Every 
farmer 
feeding hogs today readily 
agrees 
to <the importance 
o f 
vaccination 
against Cholera and yet 
some of 
those same fanners continually neg­ 
lect a disease in their 
seed 
wheat 
which, is as destructive to this crop 
as cholera is in their herd o f hogs. 
It is a fact that the hot water treat­ 
ment o f seed wheat is just as im- 
portant as vaccination 
is 
against 
hog cholera. 
There arc two kinds of smut 
in­ 
fections found in wheat, loose smut 
and stinking smut. Although the lat­ 
ter may be killed by a treatment o f 
formaldehyde solution, hot water is 
the only means 
known 
by 
which 
loose smut can be controlled. Since 
this method is effective 
for 
both 
! kinds ’of smut and 
also 
scab 
in 
i wheat it is the more important one 
to consider. 


To treat seed in this manner 
the 
following process briefly told, must 
be carried out. First the grain 
is 
soaked in cold water for four or five 
hours. This is usually done by put­ 
ting a bushel of seed in a fertilizer 
sack and dropped into a 
tank 
of 
water. Then the seed is taken to the 
treating station where it is put in 
hot w*ater, which is kept at a .con­ 
stant temperature of 123 degrees F. 
for ten minutes. It is then taken out 
and cooled as soon as possible. Then 
the grain is spread out thin, not over 
three inches deep, and -tirred three 
or more times each day to prevent 
it from spoiling. It

About ten days for it to dry ready to 
drill, this of '.course, depends a great 
dea] upon the weather. 


There are a few very important 


facts that niust be considered •while 
treating seed in this manner. The 
temperature of the hot water must 
be under constant epntrolj for if 
the temperature falls below 128 de- 
grees, t^e smut spores are not killed- 
and if it rises above 130 degrees a. 
large percent of .the grain will be in- 
jured , if not killed entirely For this 
reason -central treating stations are 
established. Also the seed must be 
cooled qnd dried as soon as possi- 
ble •after- taking it frpm the hot wat- 
er bath, but do not dry it in the sun 
as this -will kill a, large part of the 
seed. I would not advise anyone to 
attempt to dry it on! cement as ce- 
ment .holds moisture and makes it 
a difficult task. A 'board floor is 
much better, however, cement may 
b,e used if one is careful with .it. 


In sowing; treated grain 
more 


pounds of seed per acre must be 
used for two reasons. First, 
all 


small grains of low vitality 
have 


been killed by the hot water, Ser 
icond, the grains -are still swollen and 
the drill must be opened enough to 


a£e op for(the difference. Thegrain 


is usually about six pounds heavier 
per bushel at the time it is drilled, 
and if the drill is set iq. sow., 133.- 
pounds per acre of untreated whea4 
it will sow very near.^120 'pounds 
of toe. treated whea^ per afere. 


Quite a- few njen/have asked me

jble"? In .answer to this querry, !• 
always reply, "It " most 
certainly 


does, and if drying space was ob- 
tainable, I would advise every man 
to treat his entire crop". I base my 
conclusion upon experiments I have 
made which have proven conclusive- 
ly that it does pay. 


In 1919 I carried out an experi- 


ment with a. twenty acre field. Halfi 
"of it was planted' with treated seed' 
and in the other half untreated seed 
•was i^sed. The same seed was used 
in both cases, and contained 
14% 


smnt originally. From the time wheat 
came up. until harvest time the exact 
jrow dividing, the two plots could 


j easily be seen. The treated wheat 


I was heavier and much "taller. At har- 
vest time it contained 4% of smut 


1 while the untreated plot was nearly 
20% of smut. The treatment reduced 
the smut from 14%'" .to 4%, while the 
other plot increased 
in infection 


from 14% to 
20%.

that the treatment of seed wheat, if 
followed up, will; pay for its cost- 
time an'd tronbi|-«^nyVmany times.
